The  Charter  and 
General  Statutes  of  the  institution  contemplate  the  ultimate  organiza- 
tion of  at  least  a  dozen  distinct  colleges  and  professional  schools  with 
as  many  distinct  faculties.  Of  these  three  are  already  in  successful 
operation,  to  wit,  a  School  of  Theology,  a  School  of  Law,  and  a  Col- 
lege of  Music.  Arrangements  are  in  progress  for  the  opening  of  a 
School  of  Medicine  and  a  College  of  the  Liberal  Arts  the  coming 
autumn.
